Kao is discloses a self-watering tray for a plant pot (Figs. 1-4) with a plate (1) the plate 
holding water (seen in Fig. 4 at end of leadline 1 1) and a leg (3 of Fig. 2) coupled to the plate 
(through 2 of Fig. 2) filled with a wicking material (5) which provides a fluid conduit.
